@ Relief has cost Alberta more than 
$60,000,000 in the past eight years, it 
was disclosed in the Legislature this 
week by Hon. Dr W. W. Cross, Minist- 
er of Health and Public Welfare. Re- 
plying to critics in one of his rare 
speeches, the minister said that State 
Medicine was wanted by the people 
of Alberta, and that it would be pro- 
vided in progressive steps as _ the 
means became available. Earlier in 
the day he had announced opening of 
the Calgary cancer clinic, second 
step in the five-year plan of cancer 
control which the province is inaugur- 
ating. Diagnosis and treatment is free 
for curable cases, 
@ Provincial lands made available to 
the federal authorities for airport 
sites in the new chain being construc- 
ted to the Yukon are leased free, it 
was stated this week. “The dominion 
government will hold a license of oc 
cupation for the duration o/ the war 
The policy is to lend the federal gov- 
ernment whatever it may need for 
war purposes free of charge,” it was 
added. 
@ The budget having been formally 
introduced, Legislators have settied 
down to the traditional debate, and 
by the time it is over few maiden 
speeches will await delivery, Mean- 
while, bills continue to be introduced, 
and the expected moratorium meas- 
ure appeared Thursday last. It was 
introduced by Hon. Lucien Maynard, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, and 
will apply to debts incurred prior to 
1936, 
@ Edmonton will be honored March 
26th by a visit from the Earl of 
Athlone and the Princess Alice. A 
Program for the Governor-General 
and his Consort has been completed. 
Calgary will receive the distinguish- 
ed visitors on April 21st. 
@ As forecast in the Throne Speech, a 
bill to provide that the Government 
Insurance Office write life insurance 
is before the Legislature. 
@ inaugurating a system for stand- 
ardizing gasoline in Alberta, a new 
order-in-council provides also for the 
immediate coloring of gasoline for 
farm fuel. The new grading system 
will provide for premium gas — with 
an octane range of 75-78, and regular 
gas, with a range of 66-70. C. R. Cot- 
trelle, Dominion oi] controller, is 
anxious for all provinces to adopt 
similar ratings, thus conserving tetra- 
ethyl lead imports for war aviation 
Purposes.

Only a part of the precipitation that 
falls is used in crop production. A 
considerable percentage is lost 
through runoof and, particularly on 
sloping land, this loss is often accom- 
panied by severe soil erosion. Various 
projects from the standpoint of mois- 
ture conservation and erosion control 
have been conducted during recent 
years at the District Experiment Sub- 
stations in Southern Alberta, The 
work at Foremost and Nobleford was 
of particular interest in 1940, 

Contour dykes constructed across 
a shallow draw at Foremost in 1939 
impounded the 1940 spring runoff wa- 
ter over an area of about 5 acres. The 
estimated depth of this artificial lake 
was about one foot. Instead of follow- 
ing natural water courses, this im- 
pounded water soaked into the ground 
and added to sub-soil moisture re- 
serves, The value of the added mois- 
ture was easily realized in the fall of 
1940 when at least 10 bushels more 
wheat were harvested per acre on this 
5-acres’ plot, than on land that had 
not been flooded, Flooded areas such 
as this are particularly suitable for a 
vegetable garden or the growing of 
feed for live stock, 


To prevent soil erosion on steep 
land at the Nobleford Station, con- 
across 


tour dykes were constructed 
draws in the fall of 1939. When water 
began to collect behind the dykes in 
the spring of 1940, care was taken to 
spread it as uniformly as _ possible. 
No erosion took place and incident- 
ally, there was an increase in yield of 
4 to 5 bushels per acre on land where

TOWN COUNCIL 


The Council meeting on Tuesday 
night got underway right on the doi 
of eight, and continued for the better 
part of the evening at a swinging 
pace. Much of the established red- 
tape was recognized as such, and it 
was gratifying to see how easily it 
was dropped. 

The financial statements for Jan- 
uary and I’ebruary were read anu pas 
sed, Tax arrears, next on the agenda, 
took up the most considcrabie part of 
the evening. Some dozen cases were 
brought up, and action to be followed 
ws decided upon. It was deemed ad- 
visable to arrange a tax sale for some 
time in June, as all properties could 
be entered by that time. 

During the discussion of property, 
an interesting note was brought in, 
when it was recalled that “the nearer 
the Post Office, the dearer the lot.” 
This custom, of some years back, still 
obtains. 

It was determined to see what 
could be done in relief matters, about 
having the governmental portion 
brought up to date. 

It was moved— “That the Council 
regrets that a misunderstanding has 
arisen with regard to a news item in 
the Strathmore Standard of March 6 
about a proposed arrangement with 
Mr Anson Chase concerning the con- 
trol of the premises, formerly uged as 
a harness shop, for Red Cross Head- 
quarters.” 

By-law number 213, dealing with 
Traffic on the Main Street, was read 
a third time and passed. This pro- 
vides for angle parking, cars two feet 
apart, at least fifteen feet from inter- 
sections and clear of lanes, no park- 
ing in lanes or in front of the Town 
Hall, and no crossing over on the 
street. Also, no trucks except stand- 
ard light deliveries may park on 
Main Street between Railway and 
Second Avenues. 

A letter from the Provincial Govt. 
revealed that a recommendation of 
the auditors, that the councillors pro- 
tect themselves under two or three 
section of various acts, by taking out 
liability insurance for councillors, was 
given under a mistaken impression, 
as these acts do not pertain to coun- 
cillors, but only to paid officials and 
servants, The same letter, gave a 
list of consolidations in arrears, and 
asked teh Council to do sonrething ab- 
out the matter. Jt also showed that 
the Social Services levy was not up 
to the amount required by the Assem- 
bly, and stated that the amount short, 
over the last three years or so, would 
have to be made up, either immediate- 
ly or over a period of about three 
years, and asked the Council to let 
the Department know its intentions. 

Bl-law number 213, was also read 
a third time and passed. This ap- 
points M. B. Garrett as the town as- 
sessor for the year 1941.

DR GERSHAW WRITES 
FROM OTTAWA 


Te insure that the visible supply of 
wheat on July 31, 1942 will not be 
greater than the carry-over on July 
81, 1941, a definite limit will be set on 
the amount of wheat it will be pos- 
sible to deliver either to the Board, 
on teh open market or otherwise. The 
limit will be 230 million bushels for 
the whole of Canada. This is the am- 
ount it is hoped will be sold on the 
domestic and export market. The 
Wheat Board will continue to pay 
storage to the producers on the unde- 
livered portion of the 230 million bu- 
shels, They will guarantee an initial 
payment of .70c at Fort William for 
No, 1 Northern and the Processing 
Tax will remain as at present. 

If a farmer summerfallows the re- 
duced wheat acreage or part of it, the 
Government will pay him $4. per ac- 
re for the reduced wheat acreage 
which is black on July 1, 1941. Pay- 
ment will be made as soon as _ pos- 
sible after July 1, 1941. This means 
reduced as compared with the 1940 
acreage. 

If he sows the reduced wheat acre- 
age or part of it to coarse grains in 
the spring or in case of rye in the 
fall of 1941, on lands not summer-fal- 
lowed, the Government will pay $2.00 
per acre in 1941 as soon as possible 
after proof of sowing is established. 

It is hoped that the area in wheat 
will be only 65 per cent of last year's 
wheat area and that the farm income 
will be equal to that of 1940. 

Those holding wheat should see 
about selling it before August Ist, as 
storage stops on that date. 

The Commonwealth Air Training 
Scheme was planned at first to be a 
joint British and Canadian venture.
